INTRODUCTION 

The  purpose  of  this  pamphlet  is  to  present  the  various  activity  and 
organizational  codes  and  definitions  used  in  the  NIH  IMPAC  System 
to  identify  NIH  extramxiral  activities.     It  also  provides  a  detailed 
description  of  the  NIH  application/grant  and  contract  identification 
nxjmbering  systems  currently  used  "by  the  NIH  IMPAC  System.     IMPAC  is 
an  acronym  for  Information  for  Management,  Planning,  Analysis,  and 
Coordination,  and  represents  a  sophisticated,  computer-based  information 
system  dealing  with  the  extramural  programs  of  NIH. 

Below  and  on  the  following  pages  are  a  description  of  the  application/ 
grant  and  contract  identification  systems,  lists  of  codes  appearing  on 
applications,  award  statements,  correspondence,  etc.,  and  related 
code  translations  and  definitions.    The  pamphlet  generally  reflects 
those  codes  currently  recorded  in  the  System  for  both  active  and 
recently  terminated  projects,  with  the  exception  of  those  codes 
representing  the  awarding  organizations.     The  organization  codes 
reflect  the  status  of  the  DHEW  health-related  organizations  as  of 
July  1,  19n.

Awarding  Organization  -  A  two-letter  code  identifying  the  first 
major  level  subdivision  of  the  National  Institutes  of  Health. 
(Organizations  having  Bureau  status  may  be  identified  at  the 
Division  level.)     Codes  are  included  in  the  text  (see  pp.  U-5). 
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Serial  Number  -  A  five-digit  number  generally  assigned  sequentially 
within  an  Institute  or  Division  series. 

Suffixes 

Grant  Year  -  A  two-digit  number  indicating  the  actual  segment  or 
budget  period  of  a  project.    The  grant  year  numher  (Ol,  02,  03, 
etc.)  is  preceded  by  a  dash  to  separate  it  from  the  serial  number; 
e.g.,  AM  123^+5-01,  CA  00900-OU,  PE  56T89-O6.     This  series  of  years 
continues  through  succeeding  renewals. 

Supplement  -  The  letter  "S"  and  related  number  identifying  a 
particular  supplemental  award,  for  example,  SI,  S2,  S3s  etc. 
Supplement  designations  follow  the  grant  year  or  the  amendment 
designation,  as  the  case  may  be;  e.g.,  AM  123^5-OlSl  and 
CA  00900-OtaSl. 

Amendment  -  The  letter  "A"  and  related  number  identifying  each 
amended  application;  for  example,  Al,  A2,  A3,  etc.  Amendment 
designations  follow  the  grant  year  or  the  supplement  designation, 
as  the  case  may  be;  e.g.,  DE  3U56T-O2AI  and  DE  i456T8-01SlAl. 

The  identification  number  is  commonly  referred  to  as  the  application 
number  or  grant  number,  depending  upon  the  processing  status  after  the 
application  has  been  received.     The  example,  3  ROl  CA  OO9OO-OUAISI,  is 
the  assignment  given  to  a  supplemental  (Type  3) "^application  in  support 
of  a  traditional  research  project  (ROl)  referred  to  the  National  Cancer 
Institute  (CA).    The  number  further  identifies  the  application  serially 
as  the  900th  submitted  to  the  NCI,  and  indicates  that  the  support  is 
for  the  first  supplement  to  the  amended  fourth  (-O^iAlSl)  year.

Activity  Code  -  A  three-digit  code  "NOl"  denoting  NIH  research 
project  contracts. 

Awarding  Organization  -  A  two-letter  code  identifying  the  first 
major  level  subdivision  of  the  National  Institutes  of  Health. 
(Organizations  having  Bureau  status  may  be  identified  at  the 
Division  level.)     Codes  are  included  in  the  text  (see  pp.U-5  )• 
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INTRODUCTION  ( Continued ) 

Serial  Number  -  A  five-digit  number  assigned  by  the  BID  Contracting 
Office  to  number  sequentially  all  contracts  or  basic  agreements 
executed.     The  first  digit  indicates  the  fiscal  year     (e.g.,  32502 
indicates  fiscal  year  1973);  the  last  four  digits,  the  serial 
number.     Generally  "basic  agreement  numbers  ai*e  assigned  "by  OCG 
which  negotiates  and  administers  most  NTH  basic  agreements. 

Transaction  Number  -  After  the  serial  number  is  a  dash  followed 
by  the  transaction  number.     This  is  a  two-digit  number  indicating 
the  number  of  the  transaction  pertaining  to  the  specific  contract 
or  basic  agreement.     Transaction  numbers  are  assigned  sequentially 
from  00-99.     The  number  00  indicates  a  new  contract  or  basic 
agreement;  01  the  first  modification  to  the  specific  contract  or 
basic  agreement;  etc. 

"Application  Type,"  "Activity,"  and  "Institute  or  Division"  codes  are 
important  parts  of  the  identifying  number  which  appears  on  applications, 
award  statements,  contracts,  etc.  To  avoid  confusion  and  to  expedite 
the  processing  of  correspondence,  and  in  instances  of  external  record 
systems,  the  entire  number  should  be  used;  e.g.,  3  ROl  AM  06722-03S1, 
1  F05  TW  01435-01  and  1  NOl  CB  32502-01. 

INITIAL  REVIEW  GROUP  CODES 

All  Initial  Review  Groups  are  designated  by  special  acronyms  or  alpha- 
betical codes,  with  a  maximum  of  four  (4)  characters  per  code.  These 
designations  are  normally  posted  to  incoming  applications  upon  receipt; 
for  example,  HEM,  GEN,  etc.     They  also  appear  frequently  in  reports 
and  on  award  statements.     Codes  and  related  translations  are  included 
in  the  text  (see  pp.  iQ-iU). 

PROCEDURES  GOVERNING  CODE  AUTHORIZATIONS 

1.  New  activities  must  have  preliminary  approval  from  the  office  of  the 
NIH  Associate  Director  for  Extramural  Research  &  Training  (ADERT) 
prior  to  SAB  authorization  of  new  codes. 

2.  Requests  for  new  codes,  changes,  or  corrections  are  addressed  to 
Statistics  and  Analysis  Branch,  DRG,  with  supporting  information 
attached;  e.g.,  memorandums,  policy  statement (s) ,  enabling 
legislation,  etc. 

3.  The  Statistics  and  Analysis  Branch,  DRG,  reviews,  coordinates,  and 
authorizes  the  use  of  all  applicable  codes. 

4.  New  codes  are  announced  as  authorization  is  granted.

T  15       Continuing  Education  Training  Grants 

To  assist  professional  schools  and  other  public  and  non-profit 
institutions  to  establish,  expand,  or  improve  programs  of 
continuing  professional  education,  especially  for  programs  of 
extensive  continuation,  extension,  or  refresher  education, 
dealing  with  new  developments  in  the  science  and  technology 
of  the  profession. 

T  21       Pilot  Prelects 

To  develop  and  evaluate  training  methods  and  programs  for  cer- 
tain specific  types  of  projects  in  the  area  of  mental  health. 
They  must  be  exploratory,  innovative,  and  experimental. 

T  22        Institutional  Research  Fellowships 

To  support  an  institution  with  an  approved  preceptor  for  a 
number  of  postdoctoral  research  training  fellowships  in  a 
limited  number  of  specified  shortage  biomedical  science  areas. 

T  31       Special  Projects 

To  support  various  types  of  training  activities,  such  as 
demonstrations ,  surveys ,  institutes ,  or  workshops ,  in  the 
field  of  mental  health. 

T  hi       Utilization  and  Development 

To  continue  specific  pilot  projects  as  well  as  other  training 
projects  not  previously  supported  by  NIMH;  to  replicate 
specific  projects;  to  conduct  projects  of  recruitment;  and  to 
convene  workshops,  etc.,  concerned  with  dissemination  and 
utilization  of  information  derived  from  pilot  training  projects. 
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W  01       Special  Foreign  Currency  (PL  ^8o)  Program 

To  support,  through  utilization  of  U.S  -  owned  foreign 
currencies,  overseas  scientific  activities  within  the 
program  interests  of  the  NIH  and  of  mutual  interest  to  the 
cooperating  foreign  country. 

AGREEMENTS 

Y  01       Interagency  and  Intraagency  Agreements 

To  include,  hut  not  limited  to,  arrangements  for  the  receipt 
or  giving  of  services,  supplies,  advice  and  councel.  An 
arrangement  between  an  NIH  component  and  one  or  more  Federal 
agencies  outside  the  DHEW  is  known  as  Interagency  Agreement. 
When  the  arrangement  is  between  an  NIH  component  and  another 
DHEW  organization,  the  arrangement  is  known  as  an  Intraagency 
Agreement.

G  01        Medical  Library  Resoiirce  Grant  Program 

To  expand  and  improve  the  basic  medical  library  or  related 
resources  of  public  and  private  non-profit  institutions. 

G  ok        Regional  Medical  Library  Grant  Program 

To  assist  in  the  development  of  a  national  system  of  regional 
medical  libraries ,  each  of  which  would  have  facilities  of 
sufficient  depth  and  scope  to  supplement  the  services  of 
other  medical  libraries  within  the  region  served  by  it. 

G  07       Resources  Improvement  Grant 

A  one-year,  nonrenewable  grant  to  establish  a  library  or 
expand  or  improve  present  libraries  which  have  inadequate 
resources  relative  to  their  needs  and  user  population. 

G  08        Resources  Pro.ject  Grant 

A  grant  available  for  institutions  with  medical  libraries 
which  meet  minimal  standards  in  terms  of  staff,  collection, 
and  institutional  support  and  who  propose  a  plan  for  the 
improvement  of  services  as  opposed  to  the  acquisition  of 
basic  resources.

To  develop  and/or  apply  new  knowledge  or  to  test,  screen, 
or  evaluate  a  product,  material,  device,  or  component  for 
use  "by  the  scientific  community. 
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
